Its streets were 
developed very much as all 
eitios originally begin, namely, 
according to the plans and de¬ 
sires of real estate promoters. ; 
Tlte city was first laid out into ' 
27 plots of 40 acres each. The.sP 
wen* in Ihri'i' Ik’rs, Live Oak to 
Central. Central lo Grandview, 
and Grandview lo Hie moun- 
lains. Tliere were five plots in 
each tier uest of Baldwin and 
four in each Her east of Bald¬ 
win. The original streets were 
laid out to give access to them. 
North and souHi of these were 
I’aldwin avenue' and Sierra 
Madre avenue, although Sierra 
Madre avenue was not put in 
for three or four years after the 
original layout. The oldest map 
shows Baldwin slopping at 
Grandview avenue, but Arthur 
Carter .says it was laid oul clear 
10 Carter avenue. The original 
sireels oast and west were Live 
Oak, Central and Grand View, 
Mid all were named by C. N. 
Carler who laid oul Hie tract. It 
is a pity that these names could 
not be retained, ns they all have 
significance and are well adapt¬ 
ed lo their location.
